Salute to the Flag 


“I pledge allegiance to the American Flag; 
And the Republic for which it stands; 
One Nation, indivisible, 


With Liberty and Justice for all.” 


HERE is much argument now and then as to the correct use 
of the flag for decorative purposes, generally based upon 
real or presumed official regulations, but the Sun is just in 
receipt of information based upon war department regula- 

tions, which states explicitly that there is no federal law governing 

the use and display of the flag by civilians. However, the circular 

continues : , é 

“Tf it is the desire to use the flag for decorative purposes, it 
should always be hung flat whether on the inside or outside o¢ 
buildings (when not flown from a staff) and the union (field), 
should be to the north or east, so that there will be general uni- 
formity in the position of the union of each flag displayed.”’ 

But even that is not stated strongly, and we doubt if its in- 
terpretation should be literal, under some conditions. For instance : 
this regulation would make it necessary to hang some flags wrong 
side out, showing the reverse of the hem, depending on whether it 
were hung on an east or a west wall. For if the flag is on a west 
wall, with the ‘‘right side out,’’ of necessity when it is placed on 
an east wall with the union still to the north, the flag must be 
reversed. And we opine it is quite as respectful to Old Glory to see 
that it is displayed with its right side to the eye of the admirer 
as to pay attention to a matter of the compass.—S. B. Sun. 





EW JERSEY has been added to the number of states which 
propose to discourage idleness under the penalty of the 
law. The genius of the New Jersey statute is found in the 
provision that mere ability to support oneself is not ac- 

cepted as an excuse for non-employment in some productive occu- 
pation. It is not a vagrancy statute, but a war measure. 

Governor Edge in his proclamation calling for the enforcement 
of the law reveals his grim earnestness. While the bill was pend- 
ing in the legislature it was the butt of a good many jokes. The 
humorists suggested that the idlers who took the air at Atlantic 
‘City in wheel chairs might be forced to carry knitting in their laps 
to guard against arrest. But the governor takes the point from 
the joke by enunciating the plain principle that the selective serv- 
ice principle will govern. Men will be required to do men’s work, 
and to do it daily. 

‘‘There are,’’ says the governor, ‘‘some kinds of work too 
severe for the ‘society idler,’ who may, however, be competent to 
handle tasks which would be impossible for slackers of ,the hobo 
type. Sound judgment must be employed ini the experiment to rid 
the human hive of its drones.’’ 

So the state department of labor has been called upon to ob- 
tain the kind of work suitable for specifie cases. It is a tremendous 
administrative task, but, perhaps, not a hopeless one. The experi- 
ence of New Jersey will be watched with especial interest because 
it is the richest state thus far to try to enforce anti-loafing legisla- 
tion. The farms and industries of the country need more man 
power than is available to meet the extraordinary demands for 
production, and if New Jersey, as well as West Virginia and Mary- 
land, can demonstrate that the law is workable, there is little doubt 
that their example will be followed by other states.—Porland Ore-

Trip Across Seas |

Modesto and Stanislaus boys are 
members. Corporal Marcus is a bro- 
ther of Mrs. A. L. Walters, wife of 
Rector Walters, of St. Paul’s Epis- 
copal church. The letter gives a 
good insight into the manner of liv- 
ing the boys pass through on trans- 
port en route ‘over there.” 

Base Hospital 30, At Sea. 
Dear Mother, Father, and Family: 

At the time of writing we have 
just completed a part of our journey. 
We don’t know where we are going 
but we’re on our way—and have 
some interesting experiences to re-/ 
member it by. 

After saying good-bye at our 
camp (San Francisco), the boys of 
B. H. 30 were marched to the dock 
where they found a fairly large trans- 
port awaiting them. All the boys 
carried full equipment on their backs 
and although the distance was not 
very great I was thankful to have 
the privilege of riding down on a 
truck, taking care of office records. 
The boat, a regular passenger boat 
taken over by the government and 
converted into a transport, already 
had other troops on board™in con- 
siderable numbers. Our unit was 
then split in two, half assigned to 
quarters fordward and half to quar- 
ters aft (brother Austin being aft 
and brother Ernest being forward)— 
I suppose they didn’t want us to 
scrap during the trip. 


I was one of those poor simps 
who thought that somehow B. H. 30 
was different from any other branch 
of the service and would ride in 
regular steamer cabins, of course. 
Thought I, we shall probably have 
to sleep two in a bunk which will 
be awfully stuffy—-you know—but I 
am willing to put up with a little 
discomfort when I think of those 
already suffering over there. BUT! 
Once aboard I got a distinct shock 
which brought me to my senses and 
made me realize what a poor ignor- 
amus I was and also that this was 
to be no pleasure trip in the true 
sense of the word and that B. H. 30 
was, after all, a mere speck in the 
scheme of things military, which of 
course is at is should be. It is hard 
for the ordinary layman to realize 
the enormous amount of thought and 
attention to detail necessary to the 
safe and sanitary transportation of 


large numbers of troops—that is 
why I received the shock I men- 
tioned. 


In the first place—how to provide 
sleeping quarters for so many men? 
Well, there are sufficient number of 
steamer cabins devoted to the 
of commissioned officers including 
the first class saloon, which is used 
as a recreation room by said officers. 
Next, all the other cabins are done 
away with, and in their places are 
erected rows of bunks, in tiers of 
three( as per diagram attached). 
These sleeping quarters occupy most 
of the space on the second and third 
decks, and part of the next deck 
is really the “hold.” When not in 
use, these bunks fold up, leaving 
enough space between the rows to 
walk comfortably—even in rough 
weather. My first impression was 
of a decidedly dark hue, but after 
having been initiated into the mys- 
teries of these wonderfully inventive 
contrivances I find they are really 
comfortable and that the occupant 
does not fall out on his nose every 
time the ship gives a lurch. I have 
the good fortune to be in the middle 
bunk, and apart from the fact that 
it is used as a step ladder by the 
man above and as a means of low- 
ering and raising himself by the 
man below, I have nothing to dis- 
turb my peace of mind. Fortunately, 
nobody has as yet thrown etiquette 
to the winds and his dinner on the 
floor, otherwise I am afraid I should 
suffer considerably. 

Then comes the question of feed- 
ing the men—this again is some 
undertaking. First the old dining sa- 
loon is turned into a mess hall, ev- 
érything of a permanent nature be- 
ing removed and folding table and 
chairs substituted, which are folded 
up and stacked away after each 
meal. At one end is a kitchen which 
contains a great number of huge 
copper boilers in which the major- 
ity of food is cooked. The men eat 
in relays, a regular schedule of eat- 
ing hours being worked out before- 
hand by those in command. At the 
appointed time the men walk down 
stairs in single file, passing a sort 
of wire cage, where each is handed 
an aluminum mess plate, cup, knife, 
fork, and spoon; passing along to 
the kitchen, where the food is served

life aboard ship. I naturally expected 
a recreation room where one could 
read or write a letter, but here 
again I showed my ignorance of 
things military. How on earth could 
you provide a room large enough for 
so many men and yet have the nec- 
essary accommodations for eating 
and sleeping. This I never reckoned 
on. If there was such a room, the 
chances are, everybody on _ board 
would want to use it at the same 
time, and there would be a repeti- 
tion of the “Black Hole of Calcut- 
ta.” I now see how impracticable 
such an accommodation would be. 

All the promenade decks are open 
to the men, who are urged to stay 
on deck as much as possible in the 
pure air, for their own health and 
comfort. Such a thing as a chair is 
absolutely unheard of on board and 
if one has an intense desire to sit 
down, one must sit on the deck, us- 
ing that part of one’s anatomy which 
was made for the purpose, and rest 
one’s back against anything handy, 
Which usually means that one sits 
up without resting one’s back, un- 
less one happens to be lucky and 
gets there first. If I ever get in a 
comfortable chair again, it will take 
wild horses to pull me out of it. 

There is ample accommodation for 
bathing and washing, etc., and we can 
have all the water we want to use, 
but of course it is salt water. B. H. 
30 has its own wash rooms, which 
makes it very nice for us all. There 
is an abundance of fresh water on 
board and although we are cautioned 
not to waste it, yet there is plenty 
for all and enough for emergency. 

A day on board runs something 
like this for our unit: Arise 6 a. m., 
roll call 6:20, breakfast 7 a. m. in- 
spection of quarters 9 a. m., calis- 
thenics 9:15 to 9:30, abandon ship 
drill 10 a. m., lunch 12, physical in- 
spection and calisthenics 4 to 4:30 
p. m., bed by 9 p. m. Our spare 
time is occupied in various ways, |: 
such as playing cards, chess, check- 
ers, writing letters, reading, talking 
or looking at the sea. A band plays 
every morning and evening, and our 
orchestra practices in the officers’ 
quarters every morning, which we 
can hear from the outside, and which 
helps to pass the time. 

These things which I have men- 
tioned are only my impressions and 
are by no means a criticism of the 
governmetn methods, which I have 
come to realize are excellent in ev- 
ery way.

Soy Bean Flour for Substitute— 

The Food Administration of Up- 
land wishes to call the attention of 
the housewives to the soy bean 
(soja). The Japanese people for 
generations have understood and apD- 
preciated its value as a body builder. 
It is very rich in protein and fat 
and has little starch. This soy bean 
is made into a meal and a flour. 

The flour has been used very suc- 
cessfully here by one family, using 
50 per cent soy bean flour and 50 
per cent barley in muffins or even 
in cake. It makes a soft bread lack- 
ing in the gritty taste that some 
substitute flours have. If we should 
give more attention to the character 
of food we eat our bodies would be 
far better fed and we would there- 
fore be more efficient. We nead 
these three classes of food: 


1. Proteins—Growth and repair 


foods. Milks, meat, fish, fowl, cheese, 
beans. 

2. Carbohydrates — Fuel foods. 
Breads, cereals, sugar, fat. 

3. Regulating foods. (a) Ballast, 
green vegetables, fruits; (b) vitam- 


ius (life preservers) give liveliness 
to the cells of the body—give the 
cells power to resist disease. 

Fresh fruit, green uncooked vege- 
tables, milk eggs, oatmeal. 

Mrs. J. B. Woodworth, the county 
demonstrator, gave a most interest- 
ing talk and demonstration on bread 


making in the basement of the li- 
| brary. She prophesied that we shall 
all be using corn meal soon and 
made for us some very delicious 


She also made 
sponge cakes entirely without wheat, 
using all rice flour. She explained 
earetully that rice flour and corn 
flour were made up almost entirely 
of starch. 

She also said that the substitute 
flours do not require as much baking 
powder as the baking powder compa- 
nies would like to have us believe. 

Mrs. Woodworth said what all old- 
fashioned Southerners in this coun- 
try believe, that sour milk and soda 
was by tar the best way to mix corn 
meal. She also said many people 
scalded the corn meal first by pour- 
ing boiling water on ‘the meal, let- 
ting it stand and then mixing it with 
necessary ingredients, like any other 
muffin. 

Mrs. Woodworth’s 
meal muffins: 

One cup corn meal, 1 cup corn 
flour, 1 teaspoon salt, 1 or 2 table- 
spoons shortening melted, 2 tea- 
spoons baking powder,’ 1 egg beaten, 
1-14 cup liquid. Bake a telast half 
an ‘hour. 

Mrs. W ood worth’s 
spong cake: 

Four egg yelks well beaten, 1 cup

One cup liquid, 1 tablespoon fat, 1 
tabelspoon sugar (or 2 of corn syr- 
up), t teaspoon salt, 1 egg, 2 tea- 
spoons baking powder (a little more 
than for wheat flour), 2 cups barley 
flour 

Mrs. Woodworth’s reicpe for drop- 
ped cookies: 

One-half cup’ shortening, 11-2 cup 
rolled oats, 1 1-2 cup barley ffour (or 
rice flour, or corn flour, or oat flour), 
1-2 teaspoon* soda,: t-2 teaspoon cin- 
namon, 1-2 teaspoon alspice, 1 cup 
corn syrup, 3-4 cup chopped prunes, 
1-2 cup prune juice, 1 egg, 2. tea- 
spoons baking powder, 1-2 teaspoon 
salt. Drop from teaspoon in greas- 
ed pan.
